faith commend thcir ſpirits in- 
to the hands of God. Of the Heb.x 
martyrs and Saints of Gcd, 
ſome wereby their faith impri- 
ſoned, ſome racked, ſome ho. 
ned. Faith in periloustime is 
| of greatvſe. Firſt, whena man 
is halfe dead, it quickens and 
puts life in him as Danidlaith, 
Remember the promiſe made to Pſal.1 
thy ſernant, wherein thou hafs 
cauſed mee to truſt : it is my com- 
fort in my trouble : for thy promiſe 
hath quickened me, Vnderſtand 
here thepromile as it was tem- 
pered and mingled with his 
faith. Againe, faith in the 
| tines 
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times of danger doth as it were 
fenſe and compallevs with the 
promiſes of God. This may be 
gathered by the oppolitts that 
is betweene theſe words & the 
former. The vninſt man puſfes vp 
himelfe, ſaith the Prophet, or 
buildes towers of detence to 
himſelfe:but the juſt man only 
beleeues : and thatſhall be to 
Him in ſtead of all the towers 
in the world, Forit brings vs 
vader the preſence, wing, and 
rotection of God: it makes 
hin tobe our ſafeguard and 
tower of defence, This do- 
Arineis to be thought on the 
rather;becauſe, though wenow 
inioy peace and other bleſſings 
of God, yet our common lins 
andeſpccially our vnbeleefe, 
cals downe for the great and 

erieuous judgements of God. 
Mozeouer, hence we are 
tavght 
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taught that euery man mult 
haue a faith of his own, The inſt 
21:11 ſhall line by his OW IN fanh, 
faith the Prophet. And good 
reaſon: for euery man is a crea- 
ture of God, and muſt doe his 
homage to God by belceuing 
in him : and becaufe every man 
hath neede of Chriſt for him- 
ſelfe: therefore mult euery one 
haueca faith of his owneto lay 
hold on Chriſt. It may bee ob- 
jected, that ſometime the faith 
of others haueſaued men.Mar, 
2.5. When Chriſt ſaw their fatth, 
hee [aideto the ficke of the palſie, 
Thy ſiunes are forginen thee , 
And, Tam. 5. 6. The prayer of 
faith ſtall ſaue the ſicke.Tanſwer. 
that the faith of one man may 
be a meanes to procure health 
of bodie and other temporall 
bleſſings, yea faith vnto others 


yet cannot any man : recelue 
par- 
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 —_5n of linnes, and eternall 
ife but for himſelfe. There- 
forewhenit is aide in the fir(t 
place, When hee [aw their faith, 
thefaith of the pallie man mult 
not be excluded but included: 
and theplaceof Iames, ſpeakes 
onely of the bodily health. 
Azain,it may be alleadged, 
that ſecing weeare iultified by 
the iultice of an other, namely 
of Chriſt: we may alſo be iuſti- 
fied and (aued by the faith of an 
other: I anſwer,that the reaſon 
is not like, becauſe the obediece 
of Chrilt is both his and ours : 
his, becauſe it is in him : ours, 
becauleit is applied vnto vs by 
God,and received by our faith: 
and the like cannot be (aide of 
the faith of any other man. 
Thirdly,it may bealleadged, 
that infants haue no faith of 


their owne; Tarſwer,there bee 
three 
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three opinions touching In- 
fants faith. T he ficlt, that infats 
haue afuall faith wrought in 
them by the holy Ghoſt : be- 
cauſe itis (aid, Mat. 18.6. Yho- 
ſoeucr offendeth any of the{e little 
ones that beleenes in m7, But this 
opinion ſcemes ty bee an vn- 
truth: becauſefaith preſuppo- 
ſeth vnderſtanding and know- 
ledge, which infants want.
